WAR MEASURE IN CONGRESS. 
‘Preparations for the Struggle with 


- Spain Continued with Vigor 
by Both Houses. 


Washington, D. C., April 25.—[{Special.]—_ 
Congress has declared and the President has 
approved the bill announcing to the world 
that war has existed between the United 
States and Spain since last Thursday, when 
Minister Woodford was given his passports 
@t Madrid. This act of the government is 
formal notice to the whole world that hos- 
tilities have begun, and from now on every 
Ration will be forced to proclaim its neutral- 
ity or openly to take sides for or against 
the United States. 

There were two important reasons for 
the declaration of war, one of which was 
foreign and the other domestic: It was nec-

In the Philippines, as well as everywhere 
else, the Spanish ships foot up bravely on 
paper, but of the four cruisers, so-called, 
one is of wood, two are of iron, and only one 
is of steel. The Reina Christina, the largest 
‘of the quartet, is slightly larger than the 
Boston and Raleigh, but much smaller than 
the Baltimore and Olympia. 

It is understood here that Commodore 
Dewey will start his fleet direct.for the Phil- 
ippines by Wednesday. The distance from 
Hongkong to the Spanish islands is a mere 
trifle, comparatively speaking, as the sail- 
ing route from Hongkong to Manila ts only 
628 miles. The fleet of attack for the Philip-

Plan of Transportation. 


The plan adopted follows: 


Troops are to assemble in heavy marching order 
at the armory at 9 o'clock sharp this morning, 
with a recess after conference to 4 p. m. 
Troops will be transported over the Illinois Cen- 
tral railroad in three sections, the sectioris to be 
composed as follows: 

First section—Palace horse car for officers’ 
horses, one baggage car, twelve coaches for pri- 
vates, and one parlor car for officers. 

Second section—One baggage car, ten coaches, 
and one officers’ car. 

Third section—One baggage car, ten coaches, 
one officers’ car, and one flat car for ambulance 
and quartermaster’s wagons. 

Colonel Turner, Adjutant De Remer, Cap- 
tain Bell, and, in fact, nearly all the regi- 
menta! staff, remained at the armory until 
far into the morning. 3 

“I will be at the armory at 9 o’clock in 
the morning,’ said Colonel Turner, as he 
left, “‘and I am confident .that by that hour 
the entire First Regiment will be on the 
floor, ready to move at a moment’s notice. 
The call gives us less time than we expected, 
but the First is always ready, aud when 
we march out of the armory tomorrow we 
will go as strong as any regiment in the 
country. Myself and my staff are prepared 
—in fact, we have been prepared for several 
days, and the same can be said of every 
man in the entire regiment.” 


At Second Regiment Armory. 

When the news of the call was received at 
the Second Regiment Armory, Washington 
boulevard and Curtis street, a scene of the 
greatest excitement ensued, and for one 
hour the dimly lighted armory, crowded to 
the doors with visitors of all ages and sexes, 
reverberated with prolonged cheering and 
deafening outbursts of enthusiasm. Dis- 
cipline. was almost inadequate to keep the 
soldier boys within bounds, and the offi- 
cers tried in vain to check the cheers that 
/ constantly arose from the companies drill- 
ing on the floor. Pedestrians in4he boule- 
vard and streets adjacent paused to listen 
to the din that’ was echoed for blocks and 
from the nefghboring houses trooped scores 
of men, women, and children, who united 
with the passersby in crowding into the 
armory to ascertain the cause of the dis- 
turbance. 

The great hall was soon packed and the 
ever increasing crowds were jammed in 
the doorway and standing in such numbers 
on the sidewalk as to render passage im- 
possible. In vain the officers called from 
the interior for the crowd to fall back, and 
vainly the men near the doorendeavored to 
push the people toward the street. All were 
possessed with the one idea, to get into the 
armory, and as a result many of the women 
who were caught in the throng were car- 
ried fainting from the place. 

Teams were unable to pass in the boule- 
vard and Colonel Moulton detailed a Ser- 
geant to take a squad of men and clear a 
passage from the door. The soidier boys 
made a gallant effort to carry out the orders, 
but were unable and retired in confusion. 
By this time the crush was so great as to 
prevent the exit of troops from the door 
and the order was given to lower the door. 
As it slowly descended the people below 
were forced backward inch by inch at the 
point of the bayonet, but even then they re- 
fused to leave and vied with one another
